In a recent presentation on women’s 
issues Shea said, “I think Orrin Hatch 
and I are distinctly different in terms 
of our basic attitudes towards and 
respect for women.” 

Shea said he supports better treat- 
ment of women in the workplace, 
improved educational opportunities 
for women, efforts against violent 
crime and increased medical research 
on diseases that affect women.

“I want to go to Washington as a 
supporter of women and work to ease 
the pressures that women in all walks 
of life are facing,” he said. 

Shea said he would have supported 
Clinton’s crime bill. He said the fact 
that 10 percent of the $33 billion 
would help increase the effectiveness 
of naturalization services and the bill 
would put more police on the streets 
are important factors. 

Shea said while he is personally 
opposed to abortion, America doesn’t 
need further litigation or legislation 
on abortion. He stresses education to 
prevent the need for abortion. 

Shea said he supports term limits 
because they would give Utah a 
chance to provide political leadership 
by preventing professional. politicians 
from staying in office. He said if 


elected, he will limit his stay in office. 


to 12 years. 

Shea said his feelings on the envi- 
ronment include stressing more local 
control and input on how environ- 
mental ideas are implemented. 

As a senator, Shea said he would 
work to keep keep m touch with the 
people of Utah. He said he will estab- 
lish computer and modem services so 
people can contact him to find out 
what he is doing at any time. 

Another way he would stay in touch 
with the people of Utah involves his 
living here and commuting to 
Washington. 

Shea expressed self-confidence for 
the race. “If BYU can beat Notre 
Dame in South Bend, then Pat Shea 
can beat Orrin Hatch in Utah,” he 
said.

Ever since she was a teenager, Enid 
Green Waldholz has been involved in 
politics, but it was when she was 
deputy chief of staff for Utah Gov. 
Norman Bangerter and coming face- 
to-face with problems of Congress 
‘that she decided she could help solve 
some of those problems. 

“People told me that I had a good 
‘sense of what was wrong and how to 
fix it, and they encouraged me to get 
involved,” said Waldholz, the 
Republican candidate for the 2nd 
Congressional District seat. 

“At first, I laughed at them. But I 
felt so strongly that our country is on 
the wrong track. I felt I could improve 
things, and that led me to where I am 
now.” 

Waldholz grew up in Salt Lake City 
and is a member of The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. She 
attended two years as an undergradu- 
ate at BYU, then graduated from the 
University of Utah in political sci- 
ence. She then went on to graduate 
from BYU’s law school. 

Waldholz enjoys skiing, camping, 
reading and needle work, a hobby she 
said she couldn’t do much of during a 
campaign. She comes from a family 
of five children. She has plans for a 
family of her own, as she was recent- 
ly married to Joe Waldholz, a fellow 
politician whom she met through their 
mutual association with Young 
Republicans. 


“She is one of the brightest people I” 


know,” said her niece Krista 
Parkinson, a broadcast major at BYU. 

This is not the first time that 
Waldholz has run for office. In 1992, 
she also ran for Congress, against 
Karen Sheperd. Although she was 
beaten in the 1992 elections, she was 
not discourage and did not lose sight 
of her goals. 

“When you run for office, if you are 
doing it for the right reasons, and if 
you are doing it to try to help solve 
our countries problems then you have 
to face the possibility you might not 
win,” Waldholz said. 

Waldholz learned from the previous 
election attempt, and she has tried 
improving things in this campaign, 
she said. She also said that after hav- 
ing seen two years of the Clinton poli- 
cies and seen how Sheperd has sup- 
ported those policies people have seen 
more clearly the differences between 
her and Sheperd 

“Karen and I have very different 
views of the federal government,” 
Waldholz said. 

While many political campaigns 
across the country have been blem- 
ished by mud slinging, Waldholz said 
any one watching the campaign 
knows she runs a very positive cam- 
paign. 

“The only times I talk about an 
opponent is-in contrasting views of 
issues and I use their own state-

ments,” Waldholz said. “This is not 
about personalities, it is about issues 
our country is facing.” 

Perhaps the most difficult obstacle 
facing Waldholz in running against an 
incumbent is financial disadvantages. 

“Incumbents have a million-dollar 
advantage before they even raise their 
first campaign dollar,’ Waldholz said. 
“They receive $100,000 worth of free 
mail and two years of free media 
attention.” — 

Also, special-interest groups and 
political action committees give over 
90 percent of their campaign dona- 
tions to incumbents and can legally 


‘donate five times as much as private 


individuals can donate to the candi- 
dates, Waldholz said. 

Certain stands on issues have also 
caused Waldholz to miss out on cam- 
paign funding. She is against abor- 
tion, except in the case of rape, incest 
or danger to the life of the mother, 
and thus does not get the large cam- 
paign donations from pro-choice 
groups. 

Waldholz hopes the rules will 
change so everyone has a fair oppor- 
tunity to run for Congress, but finan- 
cial obstacles have not hindered her 
enthusiasm. Because of her desire to 
make governmental improvements, 
she is willing to commit personal 
resources to her campaign. 

Her commitment has not gone unno- 
ticed by the voters. Waldholz said the 
latest polls show her pulling even 
with Sheperd. It has given her confi- 
dence. 

“We have had great support and 
success,” Waldholz said. “We feel 
very optimistic that if I keep doing 
my job, we will win.” 

Waldholz said her No. | issue is 
controlling federal spending. 

“College students now are going to 
see their taxes go up traumatically to 
pay for programs they never benefit- 
ted from if we do not do something 
immediately to control federal spend- 
ing,’ Waldholz said.

Shepherd received a 100 percent rat-

Research Group, while Cook received 
31 percent rating and challenger 
Waldholtz refused to respond at all. 
Such a rating shows Shepherd signed 
her. willingness to support all the 
issues outlined in the USPIRG 
pledge, including the support of 16 
environmental issues including solid 
waste, toxic pollution, global warm- 
ing and energy and environmental 
preservation. 

Such a rating is important because 
the world’s largest open-pit copper 
mine sits on the edge of Salt Lake 
City, part of the 2nd District.

Dixie Thompson, Republican, com- 
missioner of Emery County and 3rd 
District Congressional seat candidate, 
came from a strong Democratic fami- 
ly. 

Thompson grew up in the West 
Valley area where she graduated from 
Granger High School in 1962. It was 
in-high school where she found her 
political affiliation. 

--Thompson had a teacher who 
taught her the philosophies of both 
political parties. She said she discoy- 
eréd that her beliefs and values were 
more aligned. with the Republican 
Party. 

“T kind of became the black sheep of 
the family,” she said. 

Later, Thompson moved to Emery 
County where she became more 
involved with the party. She partici- 
pated in helping local and state candi- 
dates run for office. 

In 1988, she decided to run for 
county commissioner because Emery 
County was being impacted. by 
wilderness designation. The jobs in 
the power plants and coal mines were 
being threatened. 

“Our well being was challenged,” 
Thompson said. “All three 
Democratic commissioners at the 
time were standing up yelling about it 
but not doing anything. I thought I

Reform center of Coray’s challenge of Hansen 


Campaign manager says she’s ready to tackle issues despite inexperience

Bobbie Coray, the Democratic chal- 
lenger in the Ist Congressional 
District, has made a point in her cam- 
paign of holding Jim Hansen account- 
able for his statements. 

Coray recently criticized Hansen for 
a campaign ad featuring Sen. Jake 
Garn, who said a vote for Coray is a 
vote for Bill Clinton. Coray said the 
ad may prejudice President Clinton 
against confirming Garn to the Base 
Closure and Realignment 
Commission, threatening the future of 
Hill Air Force Base. 

When Hansen threatened to figura- 
tively “bash her to death” if she made 
a big issue of the ad, she demanded a 
public apology. Hansen’s comment 
also resulted in demands for an apolo- 
gy from groups like Utahns Against 
Violence and the Utah Women’s 
Political Caucus. 

One of Coray’s campaign pledges is 
to refuse any gifts over $25. 

Coray has served as Cache Valley 
director of economic development for 
nine years and has been chair of 
Metro Utah. Her support of Cache 
Valley federal jobs and term limita- 
tions are a large part of her campaign 
for Congress, said John Clark, 
Coray’s campaign manager. 

“Jobs are the main focus of her cam- 
paign,” Clark said, citing her goal of 
helping groups “work together instead 
of going after a few major businesses. 
In Cache Valley she brought environ- 
mentalists and farmers together, and 
that doesn’t happen too often.” 

Clark said she also worked on a 
statewide basis with Metro Utah on 
selling the idea of businesses coming

to Utah. 

One of her main goals is to fight for 
federal jobs in Cache Valley. 

“If she. could either save those jobs 
or create new jobs to offset the losses, 
it would help the district,” Clark said. 

Since she has never held an elected 
position, Clark said there will be 
some adjustments, but “she’s studied 
the issues and she understands the 
issues.” Clark said candidates who 
don’t have a lot of political experi- 
ence tend to be more eager for 
reform. 

Coray favors term limits, supporting 
a plan of three four-year terms for the 
House of Representatives and two six- 
year terms for the Senate, Clark said. 
She also supports making laws apply 
to members of Congress as they do to 
citizens.

BYU bows out 
early in NCCSA 


soccer regionals

Despite a lackluster performance 
and a run of bad luck to end its sea- 
son in the NCCSA Regional 
Tournament, the BYU men’s soccer 
team has a positive outlook for next 
year. 

“Next year is a new year and we'll 
be hungry,’ said BYU coach Rich 
Egan after his team was eliminated 
from the tournament Friday in Las 
Vegas, Nev. 

BYU posted a 1-1-1 tournament 
record, but failed to advance to 
Saturday’s semifinal round because of 


a third place finish 1n its bracket. The - 


Cougars will not be eligible to: play in 
next week’s national tournament in 
Phoenix, Ariz., where they won the 
national championship last season. 

BYU lost: Thursday to Northern 
Arizona University 3-0 after arriving 
at the field only minutes before the 
opening kickoff. 

Cougar defender Stephen Hilton 
said despite the delay caused by 
treacherous roads, BYU should have 
been ready to play. ‘ 

“We were fine physically,” Hilton 


said. “The problem was totally men- 


tal.” 

BYU players and coaches attributed 
the sub-par performance against NAU 
to a lack of teamwork and uninspired 
play. 

“We were flat,” Egan said. “I’ve 
never seen anything quite like it. It 
was amazing what went wrong.” 

BYU tied UTEP 2-2 Friday in a 
game the Cougars led all the way 
until the final 30 seconds. The Miners 
scored a goal on a double header play 
to knot the score as time-expired. 

In a later game the same day BYU 
defeated Utah State 2-1, but the game 
was of little importance because the 
Aggies advanced to the semifinal 
round despite the loss, while the 
Cougars went home early. 

Hilton said opposing teams and 
tournament officials were shocked 
when BYU failed to advance in the 
tournament it won last year. But the 
early elimination may fuel BYU’s 
preparation for next season. 

“We felt like we were the best team 
there,” Egan said. “But next year they 
will be hungry and we should do real- 
ly well.” 

BYU, which finished the season 
with a record of 19-6-2, will try to 
regain its title as national champion in 
1995, Egan said.
